Free Press, 14th March, headed,— "Woodsworth Not 
Allow to SpeaJ^to^tudent . Group." - Ttie report 
continues, "ilir^^^ later bfen Mario . Colonna, 
Due di Rignano, addressed .a large audience in 
Moyse Hall, on the McGill grounds, in defense of 
Fascism, and in the bom'fe of his remarks, declared 
that parliamentary gomnment is and should be a 
thing of the past." Just why an institution . such 
as the United Theological Colleges should object 
to one of Canada's, leading <:st«tesmen, is beyond' 
my comprehension' And yet the University with 
which it associated can hear an address on Fas- 
cism. I can consider the University wise in doing~ 
what they di^, whether the people agree or not; 
but I do feel, and feel very stirongly that the same 
consideration should have been allowed Mr. Woods- 
wortii in the United Theological Colleges. There- is 
nothing either private or public about him, that 
lias warranted such treatment or lack of treatment. 
The report above referred to,' states that "when 
the, students applied to Rev. Jas. Smythe, LID., 
Principal of the College, for thtf lecture room In 
which to hold the meeting, the principal told them 
that he would have to consult with his governors. 
Later he said permission could not be granted!" . 

If that is what really took place, then it is a 
cheap and poor outlook for the United Theological 
Colleges. Perhaps they had better read Robinson 
Crusoe, Treasure Island, and AUoe in Wonderland, 
so that their views and thoughts may not become 
corrupt. Poor boys, it is too bad, and they were 
saved a great deal of worry. 

From a Canadian Institution of such distinc- 
tion the whole thing was tragic and unworttiy.

Tlie last- meeUng.'of .the 'Political 
Economy Club will be heldl Thursday 
evenhig at 8.30 hi the srjioking room 
of the Arts Building, The tw^ speak- 
ers, Meredith Rountree,. a graduate 
student, and Arthur., Bloc»nfield„.,a 
third year honor student In* Econ- 
omics and I»olitlcal Science, will read 
papeis on "Progress Already Made To- 
ward Recovery." 
The fhst speaker, Arthm- Bloom- 
field, will trace the course of world 
depression since the crash in the aut- 
umn of 1929, laying stress on the fin- 
ancial crisis of 1931, the agricultural 
depression, and also on the pari that 
unemployment, production, prices, 
public finance and Indebtedness play 
hi the last few years running briefly 
over the economic situation in the 
leading countries of the world;
